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DETAILED ACTION 



Specification 

1 . The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1 -5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by 
Fujino et al. (JP 2000-186066 A). Notes: The followings are based on the machine 
translation version of the Japanese patent document. 

4. Corresponding to the limitations set forth in these claims, Fujino et al. discloses 
an organic EL device comprising at least one organic layer sandwiched between an 
anode and a cathode (claim 6), wherein said organic layer comprises an amino 
compound selected from a large groups of compounds (pages 14-31). A significant 
number of these compounds read on the compound represented by formulae (1 ) and

(1') in claims 1 and 2. For example, one such compound has the following structure (see 
compound 24 on page 22):

wherein Cz is carbazole, X is the following: 




and R is the following: 
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Since the R 2 group in the claimed compound includes "an aryl group having 6 to 40 
carbon atoms and further may have a substituent" and since the prior art R group above 
satisfies that definition, the prior art compound reads on the compound represented by 
formulae (1) and (1') in claims 1-3. In certain embodiments, the disclosed amino 
compound is used in the emission layer of the device in the form of a mixture with a 
luminescence material [0072-0073], where the luminescence material can be used as a 
dopant (last line of [0083]. See also [0122] and [0124]). Thus, the amino compound 
inherently serves as a host material in the emission layer. In at least one embodiment, 
the device further comprises an electron injection layer positioned between the cathode 
and the emission layer [0071]. The electron injection layer comprises material that 
includes oxadiazole [0088], which is a nitrogen atom-containing ring derivative. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6 and 7 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Fujino et al. fails to teach an emitting layer comprising a host material and a 
phosphorescent material. The luminescence materials disclosed in paragraph [0082] 
are well-known fluorescent dyes. Fujino et al. also fails to teach the limitations recited in 
claim 7.
